Because it is a White Paper. ; 
neither Government — nor | 
Legislative Counell need 
feel committed at this stage 
to any of the recommenda- 
tions, Nevertheless, the 
Unofficlals will have to give 
n definite expression of 
opinion on one major point, ; 
namely, are present Hadlo 
Hongkong’s services to its 
Chinese and Buropean 
listeners adequate? If the 
answer ia in the negative, 
the Unofficiais must then 
enrefully consider pro- 
posals for bringing about 
the required improvement. 

The White Paper — un- 
hesttatingly reaches the 
conclusion that Radio 
Hongkong must be improved 
in the following ‘directions: 
increased strength of trana- 
mission; longer hours of 
broadcasting on the Chinese 
transmission; more diversi 
fied programmes (again for 
ZEK Hateners) with em- 
phasis on topical and live 
shows; Increased staff, 


There can hardly be any 
serious disagreement with 
these recommendations, and 
to do so would probably 
exacerbate popular opinion, 
inarticulate though that may 
be. Any auch broadcasting 
improvements, however, im- , 
medintely introduce — the 
troublesome subject of 
finance, and i is on this 
gapect of the White Paper 
which the Unofiicials can be 
expected to devote much of 
their attention, 

The White Paper, after ; 
exploring alternatives, re- 
commends that the extra 
costs, estimated to be a re- 
current $1,200,000, be offset 
by the introduction of 
commercinlly-sponsored pro- 
grammes, It also throws 
out the suggestion that 
part of the annual royalty 
Trensury receives from 
Rediffusion should be 
allocated to Radio Hong- 
kong. The question which 
exercises the mind is 
whether a radio station, 
still under government 
suporvision, should dabble 
in commercially-sponsored 
programmes, 


It might, for example, be 
asked: Qoes the training 
which civil servants receive 
fit them for running 
succeasfully a quasi- 
commercial enterprise? 
Equally apeculative is 
whether civil servants feel 
themselves capable of func- 
tioning aa busineasmen, 
which’ certainly some of 
fhem would become if com- 
merclallam were to be 
superimposed on the exist- 
ing structure of Radio 
Hongkong.
